BERLIN—(ff)—The 
long-range peace 


policy proposed by Prims Minister 
Chamberlain in the British' House of 
Commons received only a cool nod 
Friday night in a Germany reassured 
anew by Rcichsfuchrer Hitler of the 
"invincibility" of its western fron- 
tiers.

Chamberlain's speech contributed lit- 
tle toward lessening European tension 
They said it reaffirmed Britain's pol- 
icy of "encirclement" and continue* 
the "dishonest slander" of represent- 
ing Germany as threatening othe 
states. 


Chancellor Hitler wound up his six- 


day tour of the Reich's western fron- 
tier fortifications south of Kehl am 
across the Rhine from France. 


French Derided as "Nervous" 


The German official news agency 


said that an "astonishing nervous- 
ness' could be observed across the 
Rhine. The agency reported that two 
French planes cruised along the other 
side of the river while Hitler viewed 
the fortifications. 


"As the fuehrer inspected an armor- 


ed emplacement 
directly 
on 
the 


Rhine," the agency said, "they brought 
a machine gun into position in the 
armored tower lying opposite." This 
action, the account added, "was ob- 
served with laughter," 


Hitler inquired on his trip what pro- 


visions hud b«en made for the wound- 
ed. He was assured that heavily- 
guarded hospitals were convenient 
behind the front line. 


Considers Defenses Impregnable 
Late in the day Hitler arrived at 


Efringca on the Swiss frontier, where 
his tour ended. He left there for Ber- 
lin to take part in* ceremonies attend- 
ing the visit here of Count Ciano, Ilal- 
ian foreign minister. 


At Efringen Hitler issued the fol- 


lowing order: 


"Soldiers and workers of the west 


front: 


"The inspection 01 the west wall 


convinces me of its invincibility, I and 
the German people thank all persons 
who, 
with unhesitating effort and in 


the shortest time, established in con- 
crete and steel the foundation for Ger- 
many's security. 


"I thank in addition to the soldiers

Meat Affects Argentine 


Relations 


If congress goes ahead and stops the 


navy from buying Argentine corned 
beef, the long-ticklish relations be- 
tween that republic and the United 
Stales will become even more tick- 
lish. 


Eight or nine years ago the senate 


refused to ratify ti convention which 
would have ended a virtual embargo 
that had been slapped on Argentine 
beef exports to ,tho Uniled Slates. 
An epidemic of hoof and mouth dis- 
ease in Argentine herds caused the 
embargo. Argentina cleaned up the 
situation bul failed lo impress the 
senate. 
' 


As a result, the Argentine has been 


rather balky about playing ball with 
Uncle Sam at international confer- 
ences ever since. If the navy's pur- 
chase of Argentine canned beef is 
knocked out, mailers won't be helped 
in the least, as far as fulure con- 
ferences are concerned. 


Really, the amount of canned beef 


involved in the purchase would hardly 
amount lo one hamburger, compared 
lo the amount which the United States 
regularly imports from South Amer- 
ica, 
Last year, for instance, the U, 


S. imported from Argentina, Uruguay, 
Paraguay, and Brazil 78,597,000 pounds 
of canned beef, more than 33,000,000 
pounds of which came from Argentina. 


This compares with 48,000 pounds 


in the much-discussed order for the 
navy. 


American production 
of 
canned 


corned beef is so small that census 
figures do not list il separately, but 
simply lump il under the heading: 
"Other Canned Meats." Tariff on im- 
ported corned beef is substantial, run- 
ning to six cents a pound. 


In general, experts here say, Soulh 


American producers use beller culs 
of beef than do American packers. 
In the Uniled States, the packers can 
make more money selling the choice 
culs over the counter.

of Miss Irene Taylor, 19-year-old Al- 
theimer girl, early this month. 


Sheriff Garland Brewster permitted 


one man in the crowd to go through 
the jail with him. The man after in- 
specting the building returned to an- 
nounce that the negro was "not in 
there" but the gathering did disperse. 


Two shots were fired in the air by 


an officer when a man in the crowd 
yelled "let's go get him." Authorities 
grappled with the man but he escaped, 
and his identity was not learned. 


"You mijy get some of us, but you 


are not going on in," Brewster told 
the crowd. "If you try to come in 
about 50 of you arc going to get 
killed." 


The group began clustering about 


the jail at 10 p. m. Friday and at 10:45 
p. m. was still there despite officers 
pleas that it disperse. 


It was the second lime since the 


negro's arrest that a crowd had gath- 
ered about the jail asking that the 
prisoner be turned over to it.

941 Per cent of Forest Fires 


Are 'On Unprotected 


Acreage

Arkansas Forestry Commission 


The Federal Forest Service reports 


for the year 1937, which was a com- 
paratively light year for forest fires 
due to weather conditions^ that 185,000 
forest fires burned over 28,000,000 acres 
of land. This is an area approaching 
in size the state of Iowa. The report 
also states that over eleven per cent 
of the unprotected-forest area of the 
United States was burned over during 
that year. The amazing revelation of 
the above statistics is that nety-four 
per cent of all the burned'acreage was 
on unprotected forest land. 


Since the average annual loss by 


forest fires jn the U. S. approaches 
543,000,000, there should, be considerable 
public interest and. concern as to the 
cause of the'these fires. Only 9,,per 
centjaf HHe fires<are-due to lightning. 
The "fire bug" or arsonist still lays 
claim: to causing the: greatest number 
of fires. The careless smoker and 
hunter closely, follows on the heels of 
the "fire bug" in total number of fires. 
Fires resulting from land clearing or 
brush, burning claim next priority in 
numbers. Strangely enough campers 
annually cause-over- 4,000 fires. 


It is apparent from the above, sta- 


tistics that the solution of the^ forest 
fire problem rests almost entirely with 
the public—with a public will-to pre- 
vent forest fires. Wall Doxey, Repre- 
sentative iii Congress from Mississippi, 
recently said, "with a million people 
facing unemployment because the mar- 
ket cannot absorb all our cotton, we 
of the South can't afford to lose from' 
$21,000,000 ot $34,000,000 a year as a re- 
sult of forest fires. Unfortunately, 
there are few people who realize that 
much of our land will grow pine trees 
at the rate of a cord an acre a year, 
and thattherc is steady market for 
pine pulpwood as well as sawlogs. 
There are still fewer people who real- 
ize that to furnish the wood for a sin- 
gle large pulp mill requires as much 
labor as is necessary to cultivate and 
harvest 100,000 acres of cotton. All the 
48 southern pulp mills are not as large 
as this, but in the aggregate their an- 
nual demand for- wood calls for the 
product of several million acres, When 
it is realized that the future of the 
mills depends upon assured annual 
crops of wood, and these in turn de- 
pend upon satisfactory conditions of 
growth, it is safe to say that fewer 
fires will be started."
